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LATITUDE NOT EVERYTHING 

It is not very important, but interesting, to 
note a Toronto despatch on Wednesday stating 
that seeding is general in Ontario. 

Because Alberta is located a few hundred 
miles farther north, the notion persists both 
here and there that spring comes later in this 
province than in the farming section of Ontario. 
That is true only occasionally. Averaged over 
several years there would probably be found to 
be little difference. And this year Alberta 
farmers have finished seeding at the time On- 
tario farmers have got the job well under way. 

Latitude does not altogether determine 
climate. If it did, Edmonton would have a 
winter as mild as London—or people in the mid- 
land counties of England would know what 
forty below zero feels like 


WORK HELD UP 

Hon. W. A. Fallow explains that highway | 
work has been delayed because the legislature | 
passed only one-third of the estimates for the 
year. Where men are at work they are in gen- | 
eral working only half or a third of the time. 

That was a serious oversight, due of course 
to the strained situation existing when the 
budget was suspended and only interim supply 
voted. An exception should have been made 
in the case of estimates for highway construc- 
tion. Both because the construction season is 
none too long at best, and because the more 
employment idle men are given on the highways 
the less relief money will have to be paid out 
this summer and next winter. 

The budget provided a million dollars for 
new highways, and the Minister says the third 
of this amount voted is about gone. Half the 
total sum might properly have been passed, 
which would have permitted work to be started 

| 
| 


on a larger scale, to the advantage of both the 
public and the men needing employment. 


A PROCESSING TAX? 

One suggestion put before the Turgeon com- 
mission is that a processing tax be imposed on 
wheat milled in Canada, in order to accumulate 
a fund out of which farmers can be paid subsi- 
dies when the next depression comes along 
This, it is said, would somewhat equalize the 
protection given Canadian manufacturers 
through the tariff, from the farmer's point of 
view. 

The difficulty is tt the equalizing would 
be done at the expense of the consumer, who 
already has to pay for the unequalizing effect of 
the tariff on manufactured goods. Because the 
tariff makes him pay more for these goods, it is 
proposed to make him pay more for his bread 
That is the case from the consumer's stand-point 

Bread is already a pretty costly article of 
diet. It has gone up in price as the wheat mar- 
ket advanced. A processing tax of 30 cents a 
bushel on wheat would send it still higher. And 
the whole burden would fall on the consumer in 
Canada, since there is no way to make the o 
side consumer pay. 

That the farmer wil] need subsidies when the 
next depression arrives is likely enough. But 
it should be possible to collect the money in 
some way that would not hit rich and poor alike 
and raise the cost of “the staff of life.’ Or why 
not, when the slump comes, just issue the money 
required for the subsidies; and thereby check 
the sag in prices and the rise in money value?

THE CITY’S CHOICE 
In normal times Edmonton taxpayers have 
shown no general desire, or even willingness, 
that the city become involved in a house-build- 
ing scheme. It was thought preferable, and 
safer, that the city confine itself to ordinarily 
recognized municipal responsibilities, leaving it 
to the citizen to build himself a home when and 
where he would or could, and to obtain the 

money without use of the city’s credit 
But the very abnormal circumstances of 
the present the proposal takes on a quite differ-

ent aspect. House-building in the city has been 
inactive for years, though the population hes 
been growing. There is no prospect of any 


notable speeding-up this year. For the reason 
that loan money is not forthcoming. And there 
is an army of men without e:mployment many 
of whom could find work if the building trades 
were busy, and many of whom also are on relief 

The city council is considering plans to 
launch a modified building campaign, aimed at 
the erection of @ limited number of low-priced 
houses, put up under the Dominion housing 
scheme. Since without some action of the kind 
there is no promise of the scheme getting 
actively under way in Edmonton, the idea of 
thus breaking the dead-lock will commend itself 
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even to many who ordinarily would object to 
civic participation in such an enterprise. 

Tt is better to pay meén wages for construct- 
ing fixed and taxable assets than to support 
them on “direct relief." That broadly is the 
choice with which council and taxpayers are 
confronted. If it has to bé a civic building cam- 
paign or no building, the civic campaign is by 


all odds the better.

AN ADVANCE ALIBI 

The New Age, London, fully authenticated 
Social Credit organ, which is supposed to relay 
the gospel straight from headquarters, pure and 
undefiled, in the issue of April 29th devoted a 
couple of pages to explaining why Major Douglas 
should not come to Alberta.

Hence, it was “Difficult to see 
how Major Douglas can accept an invitation 
to join a technical committee appointed to pro- 
duce a plan for introducing Social Credit.” 

That seems to clinch the matter. Since the 
Major’s plan, if he had one or found one, must 
be kept locked in the safety vault of the Major's 
mind, he had better stay in London. 

One never can tell what persuasion may do, 
and it may be that Mr. MacLachlan will 
induce the Major, against his will, to come. 
But not if the official organ has the situation 
sized up right. Its exposition of the case is ad- 
vance notice to the committee chairman that he 
might as well stay in Edmonton and save the 
taxpayers’ money. The pity is that some one 
did not cable this advice to the chairman before 
he bought his ticket and headed for London.

Lunch: Raw apples as desired; glass of milk. 
Dinner: Celery soup; Salisbury steak; aspara- 
gus; salad of fresh raw spinach; prune whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; crisp 
bacon; Melba toast; stewed raisins. Lunch: 
Potatoes boiled with the skins on served with 
butter; string beans; raw celery.

*Baked halibut, family style; turnips and car- 
rots; cooked greens; salad of sliced tomatoes;

*Baked Halibut—family style: Use as much 
halibut as required, allowing about 6 ounces for 
each person. Cut halibut in strips. Dip it in oil 
or melted butter. Sprinkle lightly with salt. 
Roll in Melba toast crumbs, and bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven about 20 to 25 minutes. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. S. F. states: “I remember 
reading in.one of your articles that those with 
thin, sensitive skins should not use an excessive 
amount of soap; however, I disregarded the 
warning and went right on taking a hot bath 
every day, using an abundant lather. Now, every 
time I take a bath my skin feels dry and itchy. 
The itching is so strong that I nearly go wild 
for at least twenty minutes after getting out 
of the tub. My friend suggests using cold cream 
or olive oil, but I am afraid this will clog up 
the pores. Should I bathe less frequently in 
order to allow the natural oil to accumulate? 
Should I use friction?” 

ANSWER: The application of oil to a dry 
skin will tend to soften it and make it more 
flexible and less likely to itch. The marked 
itching which you describe is fairly common and 
is called “bath pruritis.’ There is no reason 
to believe that the application of olive oil or 
cold cream would cause the pores to clog. You 
would probably benefit from using one or the 
other. In all likelihood, you will find the skin 
condition will improve if, when bathing you use 
soap as sparingly as possible. Perhaps you 
have been using a soap which is too strong—if 
50, a mild soap wduld be better. When you 
are rubbing the oil into the skin you would 
probably obtain all the friction necessary. You 
will find that exposing the skin to sunlight and 
air will improve its tone, although as the skin 
is thin and delicate, over-exposure must be 
avoided as your skin is likely to burn easily.

The Passing Show

So often do I find myself the victim of an 
obliging disposition that it is a relief today to 
find two requests for information that I can turn 
into the column, thereby killing two: birds with 
one stone. 

They are two very different tequests; one 
seeking information upon things above, and the 
other, one fears, seeking information for base 
and worldly purposes. However, to our muttons. 

The first, and higher request is for informa- 
tion about the Bible. It comes from a miner up 
the Coal Branch. So far as I can make out he 
and a friend listened some weeks ago to a Sun- 
day evening radio sermon from Edmonton, 
where the preacher in denouncing the newspap- 
ers used a phrase about “making the angels 
weep"—or words to that effect. The two work- 
mates fell to arguing about which part of the 
Bible contains the text about the angels weep- 
ing. My correspondent thought it was in Ez- 
ekiel; his friend thought it was in the Book of 
Revelations. Neither can find it. Hence the pres- 
ent appeal. 

Why I should be dragged into the argument 
I don’t know, when it had been just as easy and 
much more authoritative to ask the preacher— 
especially as I am a prejudiced party, being 
numbered among those who are alleged to cause 
the angels to weep. 

So far as my poor authority goes, I am re- 
lieved to announce that the bet is off. (Did I 
omit to say that a dozen of beer is at stake on 
this reply). I know of no Bible reference to 
angels weeping, either in Ezékiel or Revelations 
or any other part of the Bible. 

The phrase about making the angels weep 
comes from Shakespeare's “Measure for Meas- 
ure”, Act II, Scene 2, where Isabella, speaking 
not of the press, but of a certain type of politic- 
ian, says:

The other request arises out of a reference 
to the Washington enquiry into the thrift of 
Sheriff T. R. Middleton of Harlan County, Ken- 
tucky, who out of a salary of $3,925 a year (I 


. erroneously stated it to be $4,200 a year), man- 


aged in three years to save $102,000. 

My correspondent who is probably trying a 
“josh”, says he is applying to get on a certain 
police force and is impressed with the success 
of Sheriff Middleton. He wants the “low-down” 
on how the Sheriff “gets that way” 

In the first place, Harlan County, Kentucky, 
is an unusual district. It is devoted to coal- 
mining like our own Coal Branch, only more so. 
It is a most unhealthy place for union organiz- 
ers. For a miner to attempt to organize his 
fellow-workers is to invite sure reprisals against 
himself, his family and his property. Nobody 
knows how many miners have been killed there , 
either by secret assassination or in open conflict 
with imported thugs. 

One incident gave a tone to the hearing at 
Washington. A witness, Lawrence A. Howard, 
testified that he had been offered $100 to shoot 
a union organizer. When he got back to his hotel 
he received a telephone call telling him that if 
he didn’t leave town at once he would be killed. 
The man making the threats probably forgot 
for the moment that he wasn’t in Harlan County, 
Kentucky.

In United States, county sheriffs are elected, 
and Sheriff Middicton was elected in 1934 with 
the endorsement of the United Mine Workers, 
on his promise to “clean up the county.” He 
Started to “clean up” right away, by getting the 
mine-owners of the county to act as endorsers 
on a bond for $160,000 he had to give for the 
faithful performance of his duties. This saved 
him $600 a year in premiums. 

Along with the County Judge, the Sheriff be- 
came a partner in the store at the largest mine 
in Harlan County. The workers on the company 
payroll were obliged to buy all their supplies 
from this company store at company store prices. 
The 170 per cent profit per year on the store 
operations makes the sheriff's share a neat $2400 
a year. 

In Harlan County no person may sell liquor 
without a permit from the County Judge and 
the Sheriff, so the County Judge and the Sheriff 
decided to open the only wholesale liquor store 
in the county. All holders of permits from the 
County Judge and the Sheriff for some reason 
seem to prefer to buy their supplies from the 
wholesale liquor store owned by the County 
Judge and the Sheriff. 

To enforce order in the mining areas the 
Sheriff engaged 379 deputies—most of them paid 
for by the Harlan County Operators Protective 
Association. Of the 379 deputies brought into 
the county to preserve law and order, 104 of. 
them had lengthy criminal records—several of 
them for mayhem and murder. One of them 
admitted he had to “kick-back” nearly half his 
salary. 

One operative, “Old Ben" Upthank, received 
monthly expenses up to $2300 in dddition to his 
salary, and “no questions asked.” He disappeared 
when the enquiry opened. 

Some of the evidence is incredible. The 
County Prosecutor is on the company payroll as 
“labor adviser.” His predecessor, who had real- 
ly tried to enforce the law, was blown up with 
dynamite. A 72-year-old organizer was luckier. 
A dynamite charge laid outside his hotel bed- 
room merely blew him up against the ceiling. 
When charges of criminal syndicalism laid 
against a local lay preacher and mine worker 
were dismissed for lack of evidence, thugs fired 
bullets into his house next night, killing his 
young son. Three of the Sheriff's deputies kid- 
napped a union checkweighman, took him to the 
country, beat him up and threatened him with 
death if he returned, The Sheriff refused to act 
against his own thugs. When a union agent laid 
an assault charge, he was indicted for false 
swearing and the assault charge dismissed. “Two- 
gun” deputies, tear gas bombs and dynamite ter- 
rorized the inhabitants. 

There was one pleasing piece of consideration 
shown by the Committee. They did not press the

A Day in Canadian History 


When Lieutenant Colonel John 
Graves Simcoe arrived at Quebec | 
in the fall of 1791 to assume his | 
duties as the first Lieutenant-Gov- | 
ernor of Upper Canada he looked | 
about for an efficient aide de| 
camp. His eye fell upon Lieut. | 
Thomas Talbot, of the 24th Foot, 
and he at once engaged the young 
man as his personal aide de camp, | 
and all through the story of the/| 
first two years of the Simcoes in | 
Canada, both in the offical records | 
and in Mrs. Simcoe’s diary, the 
name of Tom Talbot appears fre- | 
quently. But in 1794 Talbot was | 
called back to England, was ap-| 
pointed major in the 65th Foot and | 
became lieutenant-colonel two years | 
later, serving until 1800. Then he! 
threw up his commission and de- | 
termined to come back to Canada| 
and pick out one of the glorious 
places he had s¢en in his wander- 
ings with Simcoe, as his future | 
home. On May 21, 1803, he began 
his life at a place on Lake Erie, 
where he was later given, through 
the influence of the Duke of Kent, 
father of Queen Victoria, a grant 
of 5,000 acres.
